Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Bristol : — At  this  the1  close  of 
the  present  school  year,  your  committee  of  public  instruction  desires 
to  make  the  following  report  :— 

The  teachers  in  the  various  districts  have  been,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion, former  scholars  in  our  high  school.  They  were  all  old,  experi- 
enced instructors  and  have  shown  themselves  perfectly  competent  to 
interest  pupils  in  studies  with  but  a  single  scholar  in  a  class.  The  y 
have  by  thorough,  careful  oversight  raised  the  standard  of  our 
small  schools.  We  commend  them  for  the  zealous,  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties.  We  thank  them  sincerely  for  the  earnest  sup- 
port they  have  given  us  in  our  efforts  to  promote  the  best  welfare  of 
the  schools.  The  pupils,  one  and  all,  appeared  interested  in  their  stu- 
dies, and  desirous  of  making  good  progress.  Some  necessarily  seem 
dull  and  inattentive;  others,  bright  and  active;  but  all  worked  stead- 
ily and  faithfully,  and  consequently  made  rapid  advancement. 

We  have  changed  all  the  Arithmetics  in  town,  during  the  past  year, 
deeming  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  pupils  to  have  a  later  edition, 
and,  in  our  judgment,  a  better  book,  in  place  of  the  old.  In  making  the 
change  we  have  removed  no  less  than  six  different  text-books  which 
have,  almost  unnoticed,  crept  into  the  districts  as  families  have  moved 
in  from  adjoining  towns  and  States,  bringing  with  them  other  books, 
and  as  the  schools  have  been  small,  no  objection  to  their  use  has  been 
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made.  We  have  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  by  increasing 
the  size  of  the  classes.  The  rules  and  explanations  in  Arithmetics,  as 
well  as  in  all  other  studies,  are  continually  changing,  as  new  thoughts 

and  better  methods  of  computation  and  elucidation  are  brought  for- 
ward aud  accepted  by  mathematicians,  and  to  keep  up  with  the  best 
minds  of  the  day  we  must  make  advances  and  changes. 

There  have  been  no  schools  taught  in  Districts  No.  4  or  7  during  the 
past  year.  -In  the  former  we  And  no  school  children  reported  and,  on 
consultation  with  and  consent  of  all  parents  who  had  pupils  who  would 
have  attended  a  school,  had  one  been  taught,  it  was  decided  to  divide 
the  school  money,  believing  that  more  knowledge  could  be  obtained, 
more  advanced  studies  pursued  to  better  profit,  at  New  Hampton  In- 
stitution, and  that  the  year  would  close  with  the  pupils  better  fitted 
with  sound  practical  knowledge,  than  if  they  had  procured  a  teacher 
and  had  a  few  weeks'  schooling  at  home  with  only  three  scholars  to 
attend  it.  This  manner  of  disposing  of  school  money  we  believe,  if 
not  legally  correct,  has  been  of  much  greater  benefit  to  all  concerned, 
that  the  knowledge  attained  has  been  greater,  that  no  ill  feeling  has 
been  engendered  in  the  district  thereby,  that  all  parents  were  looking 
for  the  best  possible  way  of  using  the  school  money,  and  that  all  were 
desirous  of  aiding  each  other  in  the  matter.  We  think  the  parents  in 
the  district  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  happy  manner  in  which  they 
solved  the  difficult  problem  placed  before  them. 

In  District  No.  7,  the  Prudential  Committee  thought  it  wiser  and 
better  to  allow  the  A*ery  small  amount  of  money  raised  for  school  pur- 
poses to  remain  unexpended  and  have  a  longer  and  more  profitable 
term  next  year.  His  two  children  were  the  only  pupils  reported  in  the 
district,  and  we  hope  they  have  improved  the  past  year  by  private  in- 
struction at  home. 

My  connection  with  Prudential  Committees,  parents  and  all  inter- 
ested in  the  schools  have  been  of  the  happiest  kind.  As  far  as  we 
know,  private  quarrels  and  district  jealousies  have  not  appeared  during 
the  year,  and  we  close  our  labors  feeling  that  much  useful  knowledge 
has  been  acquired  and  good  advancement  made  in  all  branches  of  edu- 
cation.

EI -TORT  OF  EOAED  OF  EDUCATION. 


The  scholars  in  the  several  departments  of  the  graded  schools  have 
made  commendable  progress  in  their  studies  during  the  past  year. 
They  have  shown  a  desire  to  learn,  and  the  examinations  at  the  close 
of  each  term  have  proved  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers  in  the  several 
grades.  The  high  character  of  the  essays  and  the  marked  elocutionary 
improvement  disclosed  at  the  public  exhibition,  a  few  weeks  since,  are 
worthy  of  special  mention,  and  reflect  much  credit  on  both  teachers 
and  pupils. 

We  have  endeavored-to  raise  the  grade  of  the  schools  without  increas- 
ing the  number  of  teachers.  To  accomplish  this  end  we  have  advanced 
no  class  to  a  higher  school,  all  pupils  remaining  with  their  old  instruct- 
ors, the  advanced  class  in  each  grade  taking  studies  heretofore  taught 
in  the  grade  above,  thereby  giving  time  in  the  high  school  for  at  least 
three  new  and  much  needed  studies. 

We  believe  there  is  no  school  of  this  character  and  size  in  this  or 
any  other  State,  run  with  less  expense,  where  so  noticeable  advance" 
ment  is  made  in  good  sound  literary  and  practical  knowledge,  as  in  this 
of  ours.  We  think  the  school  worthy  of  generous  support,  and  the 
importance  of  keeping  up  its  high  character  must  be  apparent  to  all. 
The  system  of  self  government,  as  adopted  in  the  high  school,  has,  it 
is  believed,  proved  a  success.  That  such  a  system  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  there  is  no  doubt,  and  it  is  gratifying  that  our  most  ad- 
vanced students  are  willing  to  assume  some  responsibility  in  the  school 
room,  and  parents  should  earnestly  aid  and  encourage  this  movement. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  parents,  guardians  and  friends  of 
scholars  to  the  fact  that  we  have  annually  about  thirty  weeks'  school 
and  their  presence  as  visitors  during  each  term  is  desired  and  their  ad- 
vice as  to  the  management  of  said  schools  is  earnestly  solicited  by  the 
Board  of  Education. 

For  a  long  time  it  had  been  apparent  that  the  closets  connected  with 
the  school  buildings  were  not  commodious  enough.  The  fetid  odor 
that  always  assailed  one  in  the  lower  hallways  disclosed  to  all  who 
had  any  thing  to  do  with  the  schools  or  who  visited  the  school  build- 
ings that  there  was  a  grave  defect  in  the  sanitary  arrangement  of  the 
building,  dangerous  to  the  lives  of  the  150  scholars  in  attendance.  To 
remedy  the  above  evil  we  have  had  erected  a  second  closet,  have  re- 
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paired  the  vault  connected  with  the  old,  have  had  screen  blinds  so 
placed  that  a  continuous  current  of  pure  air  passes  between  the  closets 
and  hallways  leading  into  the  main  building,  thereby  keeping  the  im- 
pure air  outside  the  school  building  proper,  doubling  the  amount  of 
closet  room,  leaving  the  air  in  the  hallways  free  from  infection  and , 
as  we  hope,  checking  any  and  all  tendency  to  disease  and  death  among 
the  youth  of  our  village,  so  far  as  the  school  buildings  are  concerned. 

A  good  serviceable  iron  pump  has  been  purchased,  set  up,  and  has 
been  in  actual  use  in  the  school  house  yard  during  the  past  six  months. 
We  consider  it  the  best  pump  for  public  grounds  we  have  ever  seen. 

In  closing  our  labors  for  the  year,  we  would  tender  our  thanks  to 
those  parents  and  friends  who  have  shown  an  interest  for  the  best  good 
of  the  schools ;  who  have,  by  their  advice,  assisted  us  in  its  govern- 
ment and  support,  and  who  have  aided  and  encouraged  us  in  our  labors.
